Embattled 
Wolfowitz 
To Resign 

World Bank chief quits amid 
scandal over girlfriend s pay 

WASHINGTON I World Bank President Paul 
Wolfowitz will resign at the end of June, he 
and the bank said late Thursday, ending his 
long fight to survive pressure for his ouster 
over the generous compensation he arranged 
for his girlfriend. 

His departure ends a two-year run at 
the development bank that was marked by 
controversy from the start, given his pre- 
vious role as a major architect of the Iraq 
war when he served as the No. 2 official at 
the Pentagon. 

“He assured us that he acted ethically 
and in good faith in what he believed were 
the best interests of the institution, and we 
accept that,” the board said in its announce- 
ment of Wolfowitz’s resignation. 

Wolfowitz, who had fought the pressure to 
resign for weeks, had sought recognition from 
the bank that he did not bear sole responsi- 
bility for the matter. In a statement Thursday, 
Wolfowitz said he was pleased that the board 
“accepted my assurance that I acted ethical- 
ly and in good faith in what I believed were 
the best interests of the institution, includ- 
ing protecting the rights of a valued staff 
member.” jeannine aversa (ap)

Suspect in Fort Dix Plot 
Is Denied Bail by Judge 

A man charged with helping five 
men plot a terrorist attack on Fort 
Dix will not be freed on bail, a judge 
ruled Thursday. Agron Abdullahu, 
24, had asked U.S. Magistrate Joel 
Schneider to be released from cus- 
tody into house arrest. But prose- 
cutors successfully argued he was 
likely to flee and was a serious risk 
to the community’s safety. 

“If I could leave. I would defi- 
nitely go back to my old life. ... I 
would never do anything to harm 
this country,” Abdullahu said, (ap)

Proposal would give 
legal status to millions 
of illegal immigrants 

WASHINGTON I In a Striking reach 
across party lines, the White House 
and key lawmakers agreed Thurs- 
day to reshape the nation’s immigra- 
tion laws and give millions of illegal 
immigrants legal status. 

The compromise brought liberal 
Democrats and conservative Repub- 
licans together with top members of 
President Bush’s team on an issue 
that carries heavy potential risks 
and rewards for all involved. 

The Senate will wade into an 
emotional and wide-ranging debate 
on the issue next week that promis- 
es to test the unlikely coalition that 
produced the deal. Almost instantly, 
the plan brought vehement criticism 
from both sides of the immigration 
issue, including liberals who called 


it unfair and unworkable and con- 
servatives who branded it an overly 
permissive “amnesty.” 


The proposal constitutes a far- 
reaching change in the immigra- 
tion system that would admit future 


arrivals seeking to put down roots in 
the U.S. based on their skills, edu- 
cation levels and job experience, 
limiting the importance of family 
ties. A new class of guest workers 
would be allowed in temporarily, 
but only after borders were forti- 
fied and measures were in place to 
ensure the rules were followed. 

The formula was enough to sat- 
isfy liberal Sen. Edward M. Kenne- 
dy, D-Mass. — viewed as his par- 
ty’s decisive voice on immigration 

— and Sen. Jon Kyi, R-Ariz., a con- 
servative who has been adamantly 
opposed to past overhauls. 

The proposed agreement would 
allow illegal immigrants to come 
forward and obtain a “Z visa” and 

— after paying fees and a $5,000 
fine — ultimately get on track for per- 
manent residency, which could take 
between eight and 13 years. Heads of 
households would have to return to 
their home countries first, (ap)

Demo- 
crats proposed two versions of a 
nonbinding resolution expressing 
what senators of both parties have 
said for weeks: that Gonzales has 
become too weak to run the Justice 
Department. 


Meanwhile, on the other side of 
the aisle. Sen. Norm Coleman of 
Minnesota on Thursday became 
the fifth Republican senator to 
demand that Gonzales leave. 

Sen. Arlen Specter, the Judiciary 
Committee’s top Republican, said 
the Justice Department cannot 
properly oversee Bush’s eaves- 
dropping program with Gonzales 
at the helm of the agency. 

“I have a sense that when we fin- 
ish our investigation, we may have the 
conclusion of the tenure of the attor- 
ney general,” Specter said, (ap)

WASHINGTON | Steadfast Iraq war 
allies President Bush and Prime 
Minister Tony Blair on Thursday 
strongly defended their decision 
to go to war in Iraq and to remain 
there, despite rising opposition in 
both the United States and Britain 
and their own plunging approval 
ratings. 

“This is a fight we cannot afford 
to lose,” Blair said. 

Standing side by side at the 
White House, the two leaders 
said they had no regrets about the 
decision, claiming Iraq has become 
the main battleground in the war 
against global terrorism. 

“It is an important part of pro- 
tecting the United States,” Bush 
said. 

Said the outgoing British leader: 
“The forces that we are fighting in 
Iraq — al- Qaeda on the one hand, 
Iranian-backed elements on the 


other — are the same forces we’re 
fighting everywhere.” 

Focusing on Iraq at what 
seemed certain to be their final 
White House meeting. Bush and 
Blair participated in a secure video 
conference with U.S. and British 
officials in Baghdad for an update 


on security, economic and politi- 
cal issues. 

Blair said he was proud to stand 
shoulder-to-shoulder with the 
U.S. since the Sept. 11, 2001, ter- 
ror attacks: “I admire him [Bush]

Legislation may force 
CIA to release findings 
of internal inquiry 

WASHINGTONIA group of senators 
from both parties is pushing leg- 
islation that would force the CIA 
to release an inspector general’s 
report on the terrorist attacks of 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

The Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy has spent more than 20 months 
weighing requests under the Free- 
dom of Information Act for its inter- 
nal investigation of the attacks but 
has yet to release any portion of it. 

The agency is the only federal 
office involved in counterterror- 
ism operations that has not made at 
least a version of its internal Sept. 11 
investigation public. 

Sen. Ron Wyden, D-Ore., and 
two other intelligence committee 
leaders — chairman Jay Rockefell- 
er, D-WVa., and senior Republican 
Kit Bond of Missouri — are pushing 
legislation that would require the 
agency to declassify the executive 
summary of the review within one 
month and submit a report to Con- 
gress explaining why any material 
was withheld, (ap)

U.S. Cautiously Optimistic 
That Missing GIs Are Alive 

U.S. officials expressed cautious 
optimism Thursday that three miss- 
ing American soldiers are still alive 
even as troops drained canals and 
questioned children in the search 
for the troopers feared captured by 
al- Qaeda. FBI agents and Austra- 
lian forensic experts have joined the 
search for the soldiers, who disap- 
peared after an attack Saturday. Lt. 
Col. Randy Martin, a U.S. military 
spokesman, said a number of leads 
“point to the fact that these men are 
still alive.” (ap)

Koreas Send Trains Across 
Border in Symbolic Test Run 

The divided Koreas sent trains lum- 
bering through their heavily armed 
border for the first time in more than 
half a century Thursday, reaching 
another symbolic milestone in a rec- 
onciliation process often hindered by 
the North’s nuclear weapons ambi- 
tions. It was the first train crossing 
of the 2.5-mile-wide no man’s land

Fillon was put- 
ting together a revamped Cabinet, 
to be announced Friday, (ap) 


Israel Airstrikes Hit Hamas Targets 



Retaliation for rocket 
attacks kills 6 amid 
Palestinian infighting 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Israel 
pounded more Hamas targets 
with airstrikes Thursday, killing 
six people and wounding dozens 
as it stepped deeper into fighting 
between the Islamic militants and 
the rival Fatah fighters of Palestin- 
ian President Mahmoud Abbas. 

The latest Israeli attacks, and 
the reported movement of a handful 
of tanks a few hundred yards into 
the northern Gaza Strip, followed 
a third day of Hamas rocket bar- 
rages into Israel. 

Street fighting between the 
Palestinian factions that has 
gripped Gaza since the weekend 
calmed under a truce agreement, 
but clashes still killed at least four 
people — a day after 22 died in the 
worst battles during a year of fac- 
tional bloodshed. 

There was no sign of any Israeli 
military buildup that would indicate 
plans for a serious intervention into 
chaotic Gaza, though a few tanks 
and soldiers moved just across the 
Gaza border. Israel’s government 
said its attacks were intended sole- 
ly to discourage rocket attacks on 
southern Israel. 

Analysts said Israeli policymak- 


ers were likely trying to walk a nar- 
row line to avoid uniting Palestin- 
ian factions into a common front 
against Israel. 

Hamas mounted accusations 
on its Web sites, radio and TV that 
Abbas -linked forces were working 
with Israel — a charge dismissed as 
“absurd” by a Fatah spokesman. 

Although Israel said it wasn’t 
taking sides, the airstrikes did 


make it harder for Hamas gunmen 
to move around and that could help 
Fatah ’s fighters, who appeared to 
have been outfought in the latest 
round of battles. 

A day after bombing two Hamas 
targets, Israeli aircraft struck a 
Hamas command center, a trailer 
housing bodyguards and two vehi- 
cles Thursday, citing the firing by 
militants of more than 50 rockets 


at the Israeli border town of Sderot 
over three days. 

The airstrikes came on the 
fifth day of factional fighting that 
appeared to be tearing apart a 
Hamas -Fatah unity government 
formed two months ago in hopes 
of ending such clashes and also kill- 
ing any hope of renewed peacemak- 
ing between Israel and the Pales- 
tinians.

Mexico Confronts Surging Violence 


Powerful crime gangs 
helping wreak havoc 
on local law and order 

HERMOSILLO, MEXICO I Police chased 
the remnants of a criminal assault 
force through mountains near the 
Arizona border on Thursday after 
kidnappings and gunbattles that 
left at least 22 people dead. 

Federal police helicopters and 
ground forces searched the Sier- 
ra Madre for fleeing gunmen 
on Thursday while state police 
moved in to replace terrified local 
officers who abandoned the town 
of Cananea, 20 miles south of the 
U.S. border.

Officials said Thursday that 
Mexican army troops had joined 
the fight Wednesday after a pow- 
erful drug cartel sent the assailants 
into town. 

Armed with assault rifles and

officers out of police cars and exe- 
cuted them in a roadside park. 

The invasion of Cananea showed 
the brashness and power of Mexico’s 
ruthless organized crime gangs. 

The first outside authorities to 
arrive in Cananea on Wednesday 
found an eerie no man’s land where 
local police had melted away. 

“We had to take over the com- 
mand. There wasn’t anyone there. 
They had all left,” Sonora Gov. Edu- 
ardo Bours said, noting he previ- 
ously asked for a investigation of 
the Cananea police force, appar- 
ently to determine whether it was 
infiltrated by Mexico’s Pacific Coast 
drug gangs, oman nevarez (ap) 


Estonia a Victim 
Of Cyber Attacks 

TALLINN, ESTONIA I Estonia’s defense 
minister said Thursday the massive 
cyber attacks that have crippled the 
high-tech country’s Web sites are 
a threat to national security, and 
that it’s possible the Russian gov- 
ernment was behind them. 

Defense Minister Jaak Aaviksoo 
said about 1 million computers 
worldwide were used over more 
than two weeks to attack govern- 
ment and corporate Web sites in the 
Baltic country, which is engaged in a 
dispute with Moscow over Estonia’s 
removal of a Soviet- era war memo- 
rial from downtown Tallinn. 

The Russian government has 
denied it is involved, (ap)

For Algerians, a Lackluster 


Low voter turnout 
reveals weak beliefs 
in campaign promises 

ALGIERS, ALGERIA I Algeria, shaken 
by al- Qaeda suicide bombings and 
facing an uncertain future under 
an aging president, voted Thurs- 
day under tight police security in 
legislative elections that drew little 
enthusiasm. 

Turnout among the 18.7 million 
eligible voters appeared set to be one 
of the lowest in the North African 
country. That was widely expect- 
ed, due as much to frustration as 
to fears of a terror attack. 

The election to fill the 389-seat 
lower house of parliament follows 
lackluster campaigns that failed to 
address issues rankling Algerians.

Yazid Zerhouni said that turn- 
out by 5 p.m. local time was 28.4 
percent — below the 38.2 percent 
recorded in the last legislative elec- 
tion in 2002. 

More than 15,000 security forces 
deployed around Algiers and in four 
towns that have served as haunts 
for Islamic extremists. 

With 24 parties and 102 inde- 
pendents represented, boredom may 
have been as fatal to the outcome of 
the elections as insurgents who have 
battled to install an Islamic state 
since 1992. Candidates — there 
are 12,229 of them on 1,144 lists 
— found it hard to catch the atten- 
tion of people in the campaign. 

“I stopped voting a long time ago 
because I don’t believe in campaign 
promises,” said Guendouzi Hocine, 
a sanitation worker from the Ben 
Boulaid slum outside Algiers, (ap) 


Dual-Bombing 
Attack Kills 7 
In Afghanistan 

KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN I Acoordi- 
nated dual-bomb attack on a Kan- 
dahar city road Thursday killed 
seven people, including three police, 
in an Iraq- style tactic that is rarely 
seen in Afghanistan and came days 
after the death of the Taliban’s top 
field commander. 

Hours later, a suicide car bomber 
rammed into a convoy of vehicles 
the Kandahar governor usually trav- 
els in — an apparent assassination 
attempt that killed three civilians 
on the street and wounded four gov- 
ernment employees. 

The Taliban claimed responsibil- 
ity for the two-bomb attack in their 
former southern Afghan strong- 
hold, saying that the second blast 
had been timed to hit just as more 
police arrived on the scene, (ap)

Loan Rules Under Review 


Bernanke says Fed 
is taking a hard look 
at mortgage practices 

WASHINGTON | Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke says the 
central bank is considering tough- 
er rules to crack down on abusive 
practices by mortgage lenders. 
But he says the economy should 
escape without significant harm 
from the problems in the sub- 
prime market. 

Facing criticism from Congress 
about lax regulation, Bernanke said 
Thursday that the Fed was review- 
ing all of its options from bolster- 
ing disclosure requirements on what 
lenders must tell prospective bor- 
rowers to writing tougher rules to 
guard against fraud. 

“We at the Federal Reserve will 


do all that we can to prevent fraud 
and abusive lending and to ensure 
that lenders employ sound under- 
writing practices and make effec- 
tive disclosures 
to consumers,” 

Bernanke said 
in a speech to a 
banking confer- 
ence in Chicago. 

Bernanke said 
regulators need- 
ed to be sure that 
any rules they imposed did not stifle 
the market for legitimate loans. 

He also said that while it was 
likely there would be further 
increases in mortgage delinquen- 
cies and foreclosures this year and 
in 2008, he did not believe these 
problems would be enough to derail 
the overall economy. 

Bernanke ’s comments repre- 


sented his most extensive review 
of the troubles in the subprime mar- 
ket since the Fed and other bank- 
ing regulators came under criticism 
from members of Congress earlier 
this year. The lawmakers said the 
regulators were not doing enough 
to halt abusive practices in the 
subprime market, which provides 
loans to people with weak credit 
histories. 

Problems with subprime loans 
have roiled financial markets and 
raised concerns about possible spill- 
over to the entire economy. 

One major worry was a poten- 
tially more severe downturn in 
housing if significant numbers of 
homes get dumped back on the 
market because borrowers cannot 
meet payments adjustable mort- 
gage payments that are resetting 
at higher levels, (ap)

Increased competition from 
imports in the growing light-beer 
market and hikes in aluminum 
costs also contributed to a 17 per- 
cent drop in North American prof- 


its, which were down to $375 mil- 
lion for the year ending March 31, 
parent company SABMiller PLC 
said Thursday. 

Miller, like other top industry 
players Anheuser-Busch Cos. Inc. 
and Molson Coors Co., is struggling 
to gain its share as drinkers move 
into imports, craft beer and wine, 
said Eric Shepard, executive editor 


of trade publication Beer Market- 
er’s Insights. 

Industrywide, imports and craft 
beers both grew in the double digits 
last year, while the overall market 
was up about 2 percent. 

Sales of Miller Lite were down 
1 percent last year, SABMiller 
reported. Sales of Miller High Life 
were down in the low single digits, 
while Miller Genuine Draft simi- 
larly declined, (ap)

Census: District’s 
Black Population 
In Steady Decline 

WASHINGTON | The District of 
Columbia’s black population con- 
tinues to decline, a trend that might 
soon change the capital’s longtime 
majority-black status. 

In 2000, blacks made up 60 per- 
cent of Washington’s population. But 
by 2006 that figure was 55 percent, 
according to data released Thursday 
by the U.S. Census Bureau. During 
that time, the number of non-His- 
panic black residents in the city 
declined 6 percent to 322,000. The 
demographics shift means Washing- 
ton likely will cease to be majority- 
black by 2020, said Robert E. Lang, 
director of the Metropolitan Institute 
at Virginia Tech. 

Experts say the changes are like- 
ly attributed to gentrification and 
diminishing affordable housing, (ap) 


Amtrak Workers Demand Raises 


Rally held at Union 
Station headquarters 
for new labor eontract 

WASHINGTON | For years, Amtrak 
workers believed their interests 
and those of the company were so 
closely aligned that union officials 
regularly trekked to Capitol Hill to 
ask for more federal money for the 
national passenger railroad. 

But with some 10,000 employees 
working their eighth year without an 
updated contract, at least one union 
has stopped supporting Amtrak’s 
funding bid. Hundreds of Amtrak 
workers rallied in front of the rail- 
road’s Union Station headquarters 
Thursday to demand a new contract 
that includes raises and back pay. 
The protest was held ahead of abig-

ger one on the Mall that also includ- 
ed aviation, highway and transit 
workers and focused on a variety 
of issues, including security.

Under the Railway Labor Act, 
designed to keep the rail and avia- 
tion industries moving, contracts 
do not really expire even after their 
terms have ended. Without a new 
contract, workers are entitled only 
to small, automatic wage increas- 
es, equal to half the increase in the 
cost of living. 

“I’m a single parent with three 
kids. Everything’s going up but 
my paycheck,” said Cynthia Uhl, 
an assistant conductor who trav- 
eled to Washington from her home 
in Mount Laurel, N. J., for the pro- 
tests.

Governor seeks smoking 
ban, harsher penalties 
for ehild -sex offenders 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Gov. Martin 
O’Malley, focusing on public safety 
and health, signed measures Thurs- 
day to ban smoking in Maryland’s 
bars and res- 
taurants and to 
strengthen pen- 
alties for child- 
sex offenders. 

The smoking 
ban, which will 
take effect in 
February, was 
passed without exemptions for 
private social clubs like the Amer- 
ican Legion, a fact cheered by public 
health groups that fought hard to 
prevent exceptions. The law allows 
bars to apply for exemptions if they 
can prove their businesses suffer 
financial hardship from the ban. 
Details of how the exemptions will 
work will be resolved later by state 
health officials. 

Bonita Pennino, the director of 
government relations for the Ameri- 


can Cancer Society, described it as a 
momentous day for workers in bars 
and restaurants in Maryland. 

“They are going to be protected 
from the dangers of second-hand 
smoke,” she said. “It’s a real victory 
for them.” 

O’Malley also signed a measure 
increasing penalties for child- sex 
offenders in Maryland. The law 
strengthens a statute known as 
“Jessica’s Law,” named for a Flor- 
ida girl who was sexually abused 
and murdered by a convicted child- 
sex offender. 

It eliminates parole for adult sex 
offenders convicted of first- and sec- 
ond-degree sexual assault against a 
child younger than 13. First- degree 
offenders get a minimum manda- 
tory sentence of 25 years. 

O’Malley gave his approval to 
measures to give prosecutors more 
tools to go after violent gang mem- 
bers and to increase state payments 
to local police. 

The governor said there was 
no reason why a wealthy state like 
Maryland should be the “fourth or 
fifth most violent state in America.”

Communications Inc. said Thurs- 
day it will close its remaining retail 
stores and cut 1,000 jobs — about 
a quarter of the media company’s 
work force — as it shifts to selling 
its products online and through 
other retail outlets. 

The Silver Spring-based com- 
pany’s 103 mall-based and stand- 


alone stores will close by the end of 
the third quarter of 2007. The move 
comes as what some analysts believe 
is a precursor to going public. 

“By eliminating our owned and 
operated brick- and-mortar store- 
fronts, Discovery can focus on high 
growth e- commerce and licensing 
operations,” said David Zaslav, Dis- 
covery’s president and CEO. (ap)

The dancer’s hands fly, clap, tease, 
curl the edge of her ruffled skirt 
as guitar notes slide from major to 
minor scales.

Minutes later, the too -bright 
lights come on in Barcelona’s 
famed flamenco club Tarantos.

HORSE RACING I Long before win- 
ning the Kentucky Derby, meeting 
the president and dining with the 
queen, Calvin Borel was a cult hero 
at Churchill Downs. 

And as much as the 40 -year-old 
jockey of Street Sense would like 
to pin his popularity on his tireless 
work ethic, his jubilant post-victory 
celebrations or the Cajun accent that 
remains thick years after he left his 
Louisiana home, Borel knows his 
appeal is much more basic. 

“All the crowd loves me because 
my horses pay megabucks when they 
win,” he said. 

That’s usually been the story 
for Borel. He grew up on the bush 
tracks in Louisiana and has spent 
most of the last two decades devel- 
oping a reputation for showing up 
early, staying late and turning long 
shots into sure shots.

Globe-Trotting 
To the Sidelines 


Mystics get to see the 
world, but playing 
abroad can also hurt 

M YS T I C S I The Washington Mystics 
played around the world this off- 
season, but the experience might 
actually hurt the team during this 
summer’s WNBA campaign. 

Washington returns with the 
squad that went 18-16 and set a 
franchise win record last year almost 
entirely intact. The team’s familiarity 
with coach Richie Adubato’s compli- 
cated system, which includes around 
40 offensive sets, bodes well, but 
Washington’s injuries, fatigue and 
nearly nonexistent preseason should 
temper optimism. 

Adubato said that, after their 
WNBA season ended last August, 
nearly all the Mystics headed for 
foreign leagues, where most played 
for six or seven months. 

“There’s no question that there’s 
a fatigue factor when you get back . . . 
mental along with physical,” Adubato 
said, adding that four of the team’s 
top players returned from abroad 
last week — giving the whole team 
just a week of training camp. 

The experience of Mystics guard 
Nikki Blue, who played in Turkey, 
epitomizes the mixed blessings of 
international play. “I feel I got better,” 
Blue said. “I turned into a shooter.” 
But Blue found the Turkish game far

more physical and injured her right 
knee, making her availability for Sat- 
urday’s opener against the Connecti- 
cut Sun a game -time decision. 

Playing abroad is “not really 
worth it,” Blue said, “but you have 
to, because of the money.” 

Similarly, the Mystics will 
be without all-star guard Alana 
Beard on Saturday. Beard played 
for a Korean team in the offseason 
and then attended a USA Basketball 
camp in Italy — where she strained 
her left shoulder. 

When the squad hosts Con- 
necticut, who knocked Washing- 
ton out of the playoffs in the first 
round each of the last two years, the 
Mystics will “just hope that every- 
body’s in the same boat,” Adubato

RAVENS I Baltimore Ravens quarter- 
back Steve McNair doesn’t seem to 
be distracted by his pending driving 
under the influence case. 

The three-time Pro Bowl passer 
appeared to be in good shape and 
threw crisp passes Thursday during 
the Ravens’ voluntary minicamp. 

McNair was arrested May 9 in 
Nashville, Tenn., on a misdemeanor 
offense often referred to as DUI by 
consent. It’s a Tennessee ordinance 
that prohibits a vehicle owner from 
knowingly allowing someone who 
is intoxicated to drive his car. 

“What happened in Tennes- 
see is left in Tennessee,” McNair 
said. “My lawyer is going to deal 
with that.” 

McNair said he was happy to 
practice with the Ravens much

‘Shrek’ isn’t dreck, 
but it truly feels like 
the third time around 

F I L M I “Shrek the Third” begins with 
a death, and from there the movie 
itself steadily dies. 

The third installment in this 
monster of an animated franchise 
still subverts the fairy tales we 
grew up knowing and loving, but 
it’s smothered in a suffocating sense 
of been-there, done-that. 

Thankfully, as the films go 
along, they rely less on gratuitous 
pop-culture references. And, visu- 
ally, this “Shrek” is more dazzling 
than ever, especially in the realistic 
background details. The water looks 
watery and the sand looks sandy and 
the trees look so lush and leafy you 
could practically jump out of your 
seat and climb into one of them. 

But part three also lacks the zip 
of its predecessors; it feels draggy 
and, at the same time, rushed. 


Except for a few moments here and 
there, such as Prince Charming’s 
gleefully corny stage productions 
and a Gingerbread Man flashback 
montage, much of the original sense 
of ingenious fun is gone. 

This time, the lovably cranky 
ogre Shrek (voiced by Mike Myers) 
struggles with the prospect of 
becoming king of Far, Far Away 
after the death of King Harold, the 
father of his bride, Fiona (Cameron 
Diaz). He’d rather stay home in the 
swamp, lazing around all day. 

So, Shrek sets out with his chat- 
ty sidekick Donkey (Eddie Mur- 
phy) and the suave Puss in Boots 
(Antonio Banderas) to find the only 
other possible heir to the throne: 
the nerdy, insecure Artie, Fiona’s 
teenage cousin, who is voiced by 
Justin Timberlake and looks like 
Corey Feldman. Artie is always 
on the receiving end of Lancelot’s 
athletic jousts and is the butt of 
everyone’s jokes at his medieval 
high school — the irony being, of 



Meanwhile, with hubby away, 
Fiona is left to defend the castle 
from Prince Charming (Rupert 
Everett), the vain former suitor 
she once jilted who has now come 
back to stage a bloody coup with a 
posse of vanquished villains (Cap- 
tain Hook, the Evil Queen, etc.). 

Fiona — who’s pregnant with the 
baby Shrek isn’t sure he’s ready for 
— gets some unexpected help on her 
end from longtime damsels in dis- 
tress Snow White (Amy Poehler), 
Cinderella (Amy Sedaris), Rapunzel 
(Maya Rudolph) and Sleeping Beau- 
ty (Cheri Oteri), as well as her moth- 
er, Queen Lillian (Julie Andrews). 
It’s a clever idea to have these char- 
acters transcend their stereotypes, 
but with the exception of Poehler’s 
demanding diva, they all feel tossed 
in and underused. Like “Spider-Man 
3,” “Shrek the Third” throws more 
at us — including plenty of barf and 
flatulence jokes for the kids — but 
too little of it actually sticks.

Sentenced 
To lifetime 


‘Provoked’ prods the 
audience into having 
very little sympathy 

FILM I Based on the true story of 
an abused woman whose fight 
to overturn a murder conviction 
helped change the way victims of 
domestic violence are treated under 
British law, “Provoked” wheedles so 
relentlessly on its heroine’s behalf 
that by the end you almost wish 
they’d just lock her back up. 

Squeakily earnest and noble 
in the extreme, the film stars a 
transcendently lovely Aishwarya 
Rai, one of India’s biggest stars, 
as the battered Kiranjit Ahluwa- 
lia, whose 10 -year arranged mar- 
riage to comic-book sadist Deepak 
(Naveen Andrews from “Lost”) ends 
when a half-baked plan to burn his 
feet so he can’t chase her anymore 
results in his death. In the Mani- 
chean universe of “Provoked,” bad 
people are very, very bad; good ones 


are very nearly angels; and good 
ones who do bad things at the bid- 
ding of bad ones end up drinking 
themselves into oblivion while leav- 
ing the beer bottles scattered about 
to make sure we know it. 

Miranda Richardson plays 
Ronnie, the cellmate who teaches 
Kiranjit to stand up for herself, and 
various others fill out other stock 
types reduced to their most basic 
essence. 

Director Jag Mundhra expends 
so much energy and screen time to 
sway us to take Kiranjit ’s side — 
really, we’re on her side — that he 
doesn’t have much left over for any- 
thing else, and the women’s rights 
activists who turn her seemingly lost 
cause into a landmark legal victory 
end up looking like something out 
of “Encyclopedia Brown.” 

Chopped into episodes headed by 
typewritten dates, “Provoked” turns 
the case of a lifetime into something 
straight off of Lifetime.

Lost in the Wild

Male rationalizations 
— and irrationality — 
drive dark ‘Jindabyne’ 

FILM I “Jindabyne,” a serious and 
somber film from Australia starring 
Laura Linney and Gabriel Byrne, 
is as slow getting started as a lei- 
surely weekend fishing trip, but it 
ends up having an almost unbear- 
able impact. Nominated for nine 
Australian Film Institute awards, 
including best picture, “Jindabyne’s” 
strength and power come from a 
number of factors: its origin, its cur- 
rent landscape and the unusual way 
its writer- director, Ray Lawrence, 
has chosen to work. 

The source material for “Jind- 
abyne” is “So Much Water So Close 
to Home,” the same Raymond Carv- 
er short story about a group of men 
and a body they find on a fishing 
trip that played a part in Robert 
Altman’s 1993 portmanteau Carver 
film, “Short Cuts.” 

Director Lawrence works in a 
very specific and unusually effec- 
tive way. Not only does Lawrence 
shoot in natural light (except for 
night sequences), but he almost 
invariably goes with only one take 


every time. Not all actors are com- 
fortable with this system, but Byrne 
as Irish-born family man Stewart 
and Linney as his American wife, 
Claire, have made it their own. They 
give deeply felt, at times lacerating, 
performances as one of several Jind- 
abyne couples whose lives of quiet 
desperation are about to get a whole 
lot louder.

After a disturbing prologue, 
“Jindabyne” takes its time intro- 
ducing its people and its world in 
happier times. Stewart, who runs a 
gas station, and Claire, who works 
in a pharmacy, seem happy to be 
married and are clearly loving par- 
ents to their young son, Tom (Sean 
Rees-Wemyss). 

Stewart’s three friends, the 
people he goes fishing with, are, in 
Carver’s words, “decent men, fam- 


ily men, responsible at their jobs.” 
When these four men arrive at their 
long- anticipated fishing spot, they 
are deeply shocked to find, dead in 
the water, the naked body of a young 
Aboriginal woman. They consider 
going back immediately and notify- 
ing the authorities, but for a variety 
of reasons, including the atavistic 
lure of the wilderness experience 
that the film beautifully illustrates, 
they decide against it and instead 
tie the floating corpse to a tree and 
go on with their fishing. 

Their rationalizations, howev- 
er, cease to seem sound when they 
return to Jindabyne, notify the 
authorities, and are met by a wave 
of anger and told in no uncertain 
terms by the local police that “we 
don’t step over bodies to enjoy our 
leisure activities.” 

Revealing how this unintend- 
ed furor plays out in the lives of its 
characters is the main business of 
“Jindabyne.” As befits a town whose 
old section disappeared underwater 
years before when a major dam was 
built, this is a community character- 
ized by barely buried resentments 
and the hidden ways its citizens 
are haunted by their pasts.

Which would be fine, except for the 
bags we’re given with all our sched- 
ules and press kits is also a product 
of the finest, most scampish minds 
of Montreal: It’s shiny black vinyl 
with multicolored Day-Glo names 


of great directors emblazoned on it. 
Fun pastime — run together last 
and first names to come up with the 
lost greats of cinema: Kiarostami! 
Teinosuke Kinugasa! May you get 
the retrospectives you deserve. 

We got in early in the morning 
after a night of no sleep and hit the 
Croisette first thing. There’s noth- 
ing more disorienting than the Croi- 
sette on the first day one arrives at 
the festival. Added to that, various 
horrible things have happened: The 
press balcony at the Palais has got- 
ten rid of its super-fine coffee and 
chocolate machines and replaced 
them with austere watercoolers, 
they have laid out lovely tables 
and chairs for the press to relax 
upon, but pasted up Interdit de 
Fumer signs all over. (Everyone 
smokes anyway, especially the 
Italians, who seem to be in abun- 
dance this year.) 

Worse, we can see from there 
that our beloved Ernie’s cafe has 
upgraded itself into a sleek blue- 
and-brushed aluminum hot spot, 
the likes of which would have 
been in vogue 15 years ago. Ernie’s 
is gone; no smoking in the press 
room; the insidious march of the 
Canadiens. Where will it end?

THE HOAX (R, 116 minutes) This film is 
based onthetruestory of Clifford Irving, 
whose “authorized autobiography” of 
reclusive billionaire Howard Hughes in 
the early 1970s was exposed as a fake. As 
the movie tells it, Irving (Richard Gere) 
was an opportunist, an adulterer and a 
scoundrel, with mounting bills and the 
ill-advised chutzpah to fool McGraw-Hill 
into giving him a million dollars for an 
empty promise. It’stoo bad the pristine 
simplicity of Irving’s greed is not enough 
to galvanize the movie, (dt) 

HOME OF THE BRAVE (R, 105 minutes) 
The heaviness of war hangs everywhere 
in this movie, which follows a group of sol- 
diers returningfrom warand charts their 
difficulties reintegrating into civilian life. 
They return to an America caught in the 
debate over what’s happening overthere, 
whether it will ever beoveroverthereand, 
if and when it is over over there, was it 
worth it? Not a pretty picture. The best 
thing about the movie is that it’s inter- 
ested in the soldiers. (SH) 

HOT FUZZ (R, 121 minutes) The hilari- 
ous zombie satire “Shaun of the Dead” 
seemed to arrive out of nowhere in 2004, 
written by actor Simon Pegg and co- 


written and directed by Edgar Wright. 
The team is back with this takeoff on 
Hollywood action flicks at their most 
ludicrously macho. Thefilm could eas- 
ily have lost 20 minutes or so in jittery 
montages and stylized set pieces, but 
for viewers in the mood for smart-stupid 
slapstick, it’s a diverting jape, (ah) 

THE INVISIBLE (PG-13, 97 minutes) 
This part ghost story, part cloak-and- 
dagger melodrama, set in a Seattle high 
school and couched in teenagery post- 
moderncoolness,stretchesourcredibil- 
ity to wafer thinness. The story revolves 
around the death — or pending death — 
of Nick (Justin Chatwin), an intelligent 
student who comes back as a ghost 
desperately trying to save his own life.

THE LIVES OF OTHERS (R, 137 minutes) 
This German movie begins in 1984, when 
the secret police, or Stasi, routinely 
bugged, tailed and intimidated its citi- 
zens. Plotted as tautlyasacop procedural 
but playing more likea modern allegory, 
thisfilm personalizes its Orwellian world 
through the eyes of Gerd Wiesler (Ulrich 
Muehe), afrosty Stasi officer. To watch 
thisfilm is not justto enjoy afabulously 
constructed timepiece; it’s to appreci-

LUCKY YOU (PG-13, 124 minutes) In this 
turgid, not-very-romantic comedy, hit- 
and-miss director Curtis Hanson sets 
out to answer the cinematic question:

It is the combination 
of this meeting, the calamitous event 
that follows and the short story he is 
reading at the time that sets Ashoke’s 
future.

Cremation 


Scattering ashes is 
becoming a more 
common practice 

Dwight Smith and his mother 
made several trips to Ireland over 
the years, reveling in the beauty of 
the Killarney lakes in the southwest 
corner of the country. 

When Smith’s mother died in 
August, there was no question she 
would be cremated — a request 
she had made often — or that her 
remains would be scattered near 
the lakes. 

But Smith, of New London, 
Conn., said he did not have the 
time or resources to make the trip 
but wanted to fulfill his mother’s 
wishes soon. 

“What she doesn’t want to be is 
in Long Island Sound,” he said. 

Checking with a mortician 
friend. Smith found the Interna- 
tional Scattering Society in the 
Kansas City suburb of Lee’s Sum- 
mit — a sort of travel agency for 
the cremated dead. The agency 
offered to handle, for a fee, all the 
paperwork and logistics required 
for taking his mother’s remains 
overseas. Sometime this month. 


is doing this.” 

The dead are not content to just 
sit on the mantle anymore. 

As the number of cremations 
grows — 32 percent of U.S. deaths 
led to cremation in 2005, compared 
with 21 percent in 1996, according 
to the National Funeral Directors 
Association — the demand has 


risen among friends and family 
seeking out companies and orga- 
nizations that can help them deal 
with the remains, either fulfilling 
their loved one’s wishes or finding a 
final resting place more exotic than 
a family urn. 

Mark Smith, president of the Chi- 
cago-based Cremation Association of 


North America, said the majority of 
cremated remains still go home with 
loved ones for burial or safekeeping. 
But his association did a study last 
year that found that 21.7 percent of 
remains are destined to be scattered, 
up from 17.8 percent in 1997- 

Smith said much of that growth 
is coming as funeral home directors 


ety. With the help of the family or by 
herself, she launches the cremated 
remains inside a large helium-filled 
balloon. Once it reaches a height of 
five miles, it pops, distributing the 
ashes to the winds. 

“I tell them that, when it scat-

At national depart- 
ment stores, slender simply wasn’t 
selling. “The skinny leg was sup- 
posed to be a trend but ended up a 


fad,” he says. “So, designers put out 
wide-legged jeans. It was a complete 
addition mid- season.” A welcome 
one, apparently: His stores have 
nearly sold out of wider styles. 

D.C. may not yet be fully cogni- 
zant of the style shift, however. Dr. 
Lucy Josey, coordinator of Howard 
University’s fashion merchandising 
program, says she hasn’t noticed bil- 
lowing slacks on the school’s fash- 
ionable campus. “Students are just 
more into showing more body and 
skin at this point in the fashion 
game, and the wide -legged pant 
does not address that,” she said. 

“Most of my clientele are still 
wanting skinny and boot- cut,” says 
FabianaZelaya, owner of Bethesda 
boutique Daisy Too. “Sometimes it 
just takes us a little longer on the 
East Coast — maybe come fall, wide 
legs will be the must-have.” 


If you want to introduce width 
into your wardrobe, stick with the 
following tips. Otherwise, risk look- 
ing like badly dressed member of 
“The Brady Bunch.” 

Heels Are a Must: Unless you’re an 
Amazon, flats and wide legs don’t 
mix. Channel a ’70s folk vibe with 
cork wedges, or go disco glam with 
metallic platforms. Skip the stilet- 
tos — they won’t show. 

Wide at Work: Think structured 
sailor pants, not boho bells. On top, 
try a delicate silk blouse or cropped 
blazer; conclude with classic pat- 
ent-leather pumps. 

Balance Is Key: Eschew flouncy 
tunics or baggy tees for a tight fit. 
“You want a sleek look all the way 
down, so find a top without a lot of 
fabric,” says Kara Alford, a D.C.- 
based image stylist with La Femme 
Wonderworks.

Master the DI Y Dry 


Learning the 
art of the blow- 
dry is harder 
than it looks 

New haircuts look fabulous for two 
days. Then comes the first shampoo, 
and the super- sleek coif collapses 
into lifeless frizz. What’s missing? 
Probably the blow-dry. 

Most home attempts at the sal- 
on-style blow-out end with contor- 
tions, cursing and hair wrapped 
around a round brush so tightly 
that scissors look pretty tempting. 
Is it even possible to do it yourself? 
I’m going to try. 

Tami Wisniewski, stylist at 
Roche Salon (3000 K St. NW; 
202-775-0775), was my blow- 
dry drill sergeant. My first mis- 
take? Feeling smart for bringing a 
round metal brush, only to be told 
that such implements are for curly 


locks, which mine are not. “They 
get so hot, they’ll make straight hair 
lose volume,” says Wisniewski. She 
recommends round boar-bristle 
brushes, which, while costly, “last 
forever.” You’ll need two. (My faux 
boar-bristle brush, $12 at Whole 
Foods, seems to work fine.) I did get 
props for my 2,000 -watt hair dryer 
— the more power, the better. 

Wisniewski starts by towel- 
drying my hair, then adding two 
squirts of Kerastase Nutri- Sculpt 
to smooth it down. She dries my 
tresses until just a smidgen of 
moisture is left — they’re prob- ^ 
ably about 85 percent dry. This 
is the point at which I would 
declare myself done. 

Then comes the butterfly 
clips — the step most DIYers 
skip. Choose an area and clip

up the top layers, leaving a brush- 
sized chunk. Quickly whip the brush 
through the ends of the hair. Switch 
to new pieces until the bottom layer 
is dry. 

What I call the “roll-and-stick” is 
employed for top layers. Here, you’re 
pulling a section of hair straight up, 
then rolling it over the brush. Not 
pulling it down, which is how I’ve 
been doing it my entire life. 

Once the segment is rolled, let the

brush rest against your head while 
you go to town on another part using 
the second brush. When the rolled 
bit is dry, let it loose and give it a 
good once -over with cool air. (This 
seals the cuticle and kills frizzles.) 
When you’re done with the sides and 
back, move on to the front. Here, 
pull hair forward, toward the mir- 
ror, then roll the brush back. 

Sometimes, especially on humid 
days, Wisniewski squirts a little hair 
spray on the roll, lets it simmer, then 
blasts it with cool air for maximum 
smoothness. 

The final step: tease. “Not like the 
’80s,” says Wisniewski. “Everyone’s 
afraid it’s going to look like a rat’s 
nest, but just do it on the under- 
neath part.” This adds volume 
while leaving the top layer smooth 
and straight. 

Learning on yourself is tough 
for anyone, even Wisniewski. “I was 
so frustrated because I couldn’t do 
my own hair,” she said. Even after 
beauty school, it took her several 
blow-outs to achieve mastery. 
Now, she’s done in about 10 to 
15 minutes; rookies should 
need a half-hour or so. 

One quick cheat Wisniewski 
encourages: mostly dry your 
hair, attack it with Velcro roll- 
ers, then finish with cold air. “As 
long as you pull up on the roll- 
ers to wrap, you’ll still have all 
that volume,” she says. 

I still love sleep too much to 
do all this every day. But now 
that I know I can fake a blow- 
out, I’ll happily pull and roll 
my way to pseudo -perfection.

“When someone is 
scheduled for a certain service, time is 
allotted forthat. Bookforwhatyou really 
think you’re going to get,’’ says Yates. 

Yates also has a bone to pick with 
the nation’scapital. “Highlights are very 
wrong here,’’ he says. “At one point, 
chunky highlights were really in, and 
highlights where you wanted the sepa- 
ration in color, but nowthe look is defi- 
nitely a little more natural, tone-on-tone, 
multidimensional. You wantto whisper, 
not shout.’’ K.p.K.
